The  1951  Japan  Preaching  Mission, 
sponsored  by  the  Japan  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  ended  October  28  with 
approximately  10,000  decisions  during 
the  five  weeks.

IN  TIME  OF  EMERGENCY

The  messengers  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  faced  a  serious  situation 
regarding  Christian  Education.  In  the  light  of  facts  at  hand  the  Convention  voted 
to  divide  its  Cooperative  Program  fund  60  percent  for  slate  causes  and  40  percent 
for  southwide  causes.  To  many  this  seemed  to  be  the  only  thing  we  could  do  in 
the  light  of  the  needs  of  our  colleges.  Ten  percent  is  to  be  added  to  the  Christian 
Education  allocation. 

Mississippi  Baptists  own  and  operate  four  colleges  -  -  Mississippi  College  at 
Clinton;  Blue  ^fountain  College  at  Blue  Mountain;  Mississippi  Woman's  College  at 
Hattiesburg;  Clarke  Memorial  College  at  Newton. 

The  first  three  are  senior  colleges  and  the  fourth  is  a  junior  college.  The 
Nurses  Training  School  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital  also  shares  in  the  Christ¬ 
ian  Education  allocation  of  Cooperative  Program  funds,  which  has  been  20  percent 
of  the  full  Cooperative  Program  Dollar  during  the  last  Convention  year.  The  divis¬ 
ion  of  undesignated  Christian  Education  funds  has  been  as  follows  during  the  past 
Convention  year: 

Mississippi  College  *4Mi  percent 

Blue  Mountain  College  24Mi  percent 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  19Mi  percent 

Clarke  Memorial  College  19'^  percent 

Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital-  -School  of  Nursing  2  percent 

During  the  past  year  a  special  campaign  for  Christian  Education  tunds  was 
made.  The  response  to  this  appeal  was  rated  by  many  as  only  fair.  It  is  striking 
to  note,  however,  that  only  two  of  our  colleges  operated  in  the  black  this  year  and 
to  both  instance*  the  amount  received  from  the  special  campaign  was  more  than 
the  operating  surplus  reported.

Obviously,  none  of' our  institutions  Is  receiving  the  support  M  deservos.  While 
the  above  amounts  do  net  reflect  the  total  picture  in  light  of  the  feet  that  seme 
monies  hove  keen  sent  directly  to  the  institutions  by  individuals  or  churches  or 
have  been  collected  by  agents  of  the  colleges,  yet  the  picture  Is  reasonably  clear. 
We  simply  have  net  given  enough  money  adequately  to  maintain  eur  school*. 

NEED  CONCERN 

On  every  hand  there  were  expressions  of  deep  concern  at  the  State  Convention 
recently  held.  Mississippi  Baptists  are  mission  minded  people.  Resuls  of  this 
concern  came  in  the  form  *f  a  motion  made  by  a  great  pastor  with  a  worldwide 
missionary  vision.  Dr.  Joe  Odle,  paator  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  *f  Gulfport 
moved  as  follows: 

“In  view  of  the  emergency  action  taken  by  this  Convention  yesterday  (Novem¬ 
ber  14)  in  adjusting  the  division  of  Cooperative  Program  funds  for  1962  to  60% 
for  state  causes,  and  40%  for  southwide  causes,  and  in  view  of  the  emergency 
situation  facing  all  of  our  southwide  boards  and  institutions,  I  move  that  this 
Convention  instruct  its  Executive  Secretary  to  make  a  special  appeal  to  all  Mi*- 
sissippi  Baptist  churches  to  give  serious  and  prayerful  consideration  to  making 
the  largest  possible  increase  in  Cooperative  Program  giving  to  1952.” 

This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  voted  unanimously  by  the  Convention
